Secret Service Officials Make Several 


Important Arrests. 


VIEWS OF VALPARAISO, SHOWING QUARTERS DAMAGED BY THE EARTHQUAKE. 


SPOIL PLOT AGAINST CASTRO 


Funds to Financo • Revolution In 


Venezuela Were to Be Raised by 
Counterfeiting Coins of That Re-* 
public—Man 
Invited to Invest In 


the Enterprise Turns Informer, 


New York, Aug. 23.—Much impor- 


tance is attached to the arrests made 
in this city of men believed to be im- 
plicated in a plot against the Castro 
government in Venezuela. 


So important do the federal authori- 


ties regard the arrests that Chief Wil- 
kie of the secret service came over 
from Washington to be personally on 
the ground when the men were appre- 
hended. With Chief Wilkie was a for- 
eign looking man who was said to be 
secretary of Venezuela's legation. 


The men under arrest are Cap- 


tain George Boynton, former resident 
manager of the Orinoco corporation 
of Venezuela, and L. R. Boason and 
L. M. Thompson, an attorney of this 
city. 
Both prisoners w»re admitted 


to bail in $5,000. Joseph Keiter .and 
Sidney A. Keller of Keller Brothers, 
diemakers, were also arrested in con- 
nection with the same. - They were 
held in bonds of $1,500 each, and gave 
bail. 


The two principals in the case aver 


that the plan to duplicate Venezuelan 
money is not counterfeiting. 
If the 


revolution 
proved 
successful, 
they 


said, it was expected to legalize this 
issue of money both by executive de- 
cree and by act of the Venezuelan 
junta. The accused men characterize 
this, plan as a "war measure." They 
also allege that half 
of. the South 


American 
risings 
are 
similarly 


financed. 


Captain Boynton, it is said, for 


years was local and resident manager 
' of the Orinoco concession, capitalized 
at $5,000,000, and controlling practi- 
cally the entire Orinoco delta, It is 
charged that when Captain Boynton 
came to New York in June to get the 
alleged revolution on foot he under- 
took to put in operation a plan simi- 
lar to that whereby the revolution 
against Dom Pedro in Brazil was said 
to have been financed, that of getting 
^dies,• buying bullion, and turning out 
•what silver coin was necessary. Later, 
if the movement proved successful, 
the issue could he legalized; if unsuc- 
cessful, no one would be injured, it 
•was argued, as the coins were to be 
made of the same finenes as those 
regularly coined by the government. 


In some way Captain Boynton met 


Thompson, an old acquaintance, and 
interested him in the revolution. The 
captain said he wanted to find a man 
' who would 
advance 
$10,000 
with 


which to buy the silver bullidn. To 
such a man. the captain said, the sum 
of $50,000 would be returned if the 
movement against Castro proved suc- 
cessful.

Interesting men of means and finally 
approached some men, described as 
sporting men. One of these called to 
see Chief Flynn and talked with him 
about it.

There is a federal ' law protecting 


the 
coinage of other nations, and 


. Chief Flynn decided to investigate. 


Through agents he gained the confi- 
dence of Boynton and to them the 
latter confided his plans. Dies were 
to be secured in New York and with 
$10,000 worth of silver bullion they 
were to go to a place in the delta of 
the Orinoco and there coin the money. 
As soon as the $20,000 made from the

Capture of San Luis Gives Insurgents 


Base For Operations — Half 
the 


Rural Gaards Stationed There to 
Defend 
the Town 
Deserted and' 


Went Over jto the Insurgents. ' 


Havana, Aug.- 23.—Despite the grav- 


ity of the Cuban uprising, govern- 
ment oflaeials show no lack of confi- 
dence in their-ability to conquer it. 


General Rodriguez, commander o£ 


the rural guard, said: "Cuba is entire- 
ly competent to cope with the insur- 
rection-. 
The flood of rumors in all 


directions about the organization of 
insurrectionary bands in great num- 
bers are not borne out by our reports, 
or so far 6.s can be learned. The result 
of the encounter at San Luis is still 
not known definitely, but it is known 
that we Inflicted some losses on the 
rebels in that vicinity. The much 
talked of movement in Santa Clara 
province has not been encountered, 
and 
no Insurrectionists have been 


seen by our forces.- We have equipped 
and sent out in various directions-300 
volunteers under competent officers. 
We have plenty of arms and ammuni- 
tion for all who enlist at present and 
more ordered from^ the United States. 
Besides, we have thousands of old but 
serviceable^, guns. We believe the 
loyal people are taking up arms for 
the government faster than the insur- 
gents are increasing." 


While the foregoing is typical of, 


the utterances of the government offi- 
cials, there are evidences of threaten- 
ing increase in the numbers of insur- 
rectionists. In the province of Santa 
Clara the disaffection is widespread, 
and in the province of Havana a great 
many people are in sympathy with 
the insurgents. In some cases whole 
communities seem to have been car- 
ried away by the recrudescence of in- 
surrectionary times^ The extent "to 
which this will lead is still uncertain. 


Eighty Cuban veterans have ^volun- 


teered to use their influence for peace. 


At the palace there is no sign of 


fear, but a disposition instead to min- 
imize the importance of the capture 
of- San Luis by insurgents, the state- 
ment being made that while the in- 
surgents are in possession of the 
town, the rural-guards in their quar- 
ters still hold out. The agent of ths 
Western railway at San Luis station, 
which ,is over a mile from the town, 
reports that the town was taken by 
insurgents, who surrounded the sta- 
tion. The agent did not know the 
number killed or wounded, but be- 
lieved it was small. The fight was 
quickly over. The garrison of San 
Luis is known to number less than 50. 
The population of the town is 5,000. 


The capture of San Luis by insur- 


gents in the province of Pinar Del 
Rio, led by Pino Gerra, was effected 
only after a sharp engagement. Gerra 
is an ex-congressman and an influen- 
tial man. He was thought to be many 
miles eastward. Sundry other insur- 
gent bands also attacked San Luis, 
which is situated on the railroad 
aboiit 10 miles west of Pinar Del Rio 
city. During the engagement a num- 
ber of men were killed or wounded. 
The town was defended by less than 
100 rural guards, 50 of whom surren- 
dered to the insurgents and are held 
as prisoners. 


By the capture of San Luis the In- 


surgents obtained an important base 
for future operations. 


WANTS TQ~KNOW 


Why the Fort at Brownsville. Tex., Is 


to Be Abandoned. 


Dallas, Tex.. Aug. 23.—Senator C. 


A. Culberson of Texas sent the fol- 
lowing telegram to the war depart- 
ment: "In the papers here it is stated 
that Fort Brown will be abandoned, 
and I will thank you to wire me if 
this course has been determined. 
It 


is the duty of the United States to 
protect the frontier, and as Texas bor- 
ders on Mexico it has always been 
deemed advisable to police the fron- 
tier with regular tfx>ps, including a 
station at Fort Brown. While condi- 
tions on the bordet have improved 
very much within recent years, this 
course is still advisable, and it would 
be regrettable that this fort should be 
abandoned because the people of a 
border city like Brownsville object to 
negro troops under circumstance? of 
raid and«m«rder surh as recently oc- 
curred there."
